To the Editor of the Democrat: 
We hav e ju st read with interest 
and some chagrin a report of the 
ju ry w hirh w as in spssion, off and 
on. from Janu ary 1st u ntil 
April 
oV il. At 
its adjou rnment the ju ry 
made a report of its findings. They 
reported 
indictments 
against 
fou r 
law breakers and one of these was 
in jail. They spent 60 minu tes at 
the cou nty home and, after inter­ 
v iewing eight or ten of the inmates 
they state that the Home is not fit 
to liv e in. 
We ask, is it a crime 
to hav e left ov er from a preceding 
y ear 21 hams and a ran of lard? 
The fact is that the Cou nty Home 
hag been doing this for y ears; they 
alway s 
hav e prov isions 
left 
ov er 
and, so far as the discov ery that 
the Dillards were actu ally selling 
cream is concerned, there is noth­ 
ing irregu lar abou t this, becau se 
the records show that the money 
receiv ed from the sale of cream 
has been tu rned Into the cou nty 
treasu ry . 
Now, abou t feeding the inmates 
of the Cou nty Horae, w’e ju st want 
to say this. These folks are get­ 
ting plenty to eat; they get bu tter 
ev ery morning of their liv es; plen­ 
ty of coffee each day and meat at 
least once a day . 
It is 
reported 
that the inmates of the home com­ 
plain that they do not get meat 
bu t once a week; that they were 
not getting bu tter bu t twice a week 
and that they shou ld hav e coffee 
at least three cu ps each day . They 
report also that they are not receiv ­ 
ing enou gh beans and potatoes. We 
regard this statem ent as the most 
ridicu lou s of them all. 
W hy 
the 
meals are bou ntifu l at the home. 
For breakfast they get coffee (or 
tea) with su gar and cream, oatmeal 
or rice. They are giv en a well bal­ 
anced meal both noon and ev en­ 
ing. 
Really we can not see the ju stice 
of su ch reports. There Is no at­ 
tempt on the part of the Dillards to 
m istreat or depriv e the inmates of 
the Cou nty Home of any thing. To 
prov ide more adequ ately for them, 
an annex to the present qu arters 
that 'will reliev e a congested condi­ 
tion at the home, 
is ju st 
being 
completed. This bu ilding is 24 feet 
by 28 feet, and will serv e to re­ 
liev e the crowded conditions that 
hav e prev ailed 
at the 
home 
for 
y ears. Pettis Cou nty ’s u nfortu nates 
and pau pers are increasing In nu m­ 
bers; the Cou nty Home has for a 
long time been lacking in adequ ate 
sleeping qu arters, and it has requ ir­ 
ed more prov isions to take care of 
them. 
We u rged giv ing these aged 
people more comforts and as a re­ 
su lt there hav e been added to the 
Home the larger qu arters and more 
food. These are the prime requ is­ 
ites of life for these old folks and 
in ju stice to the Dillards who hav e 
been employ ed to take care of them 
w’e w'ant the people of Pettis cou n­ 
ty 
to know that there has been 
no indifference display ed on their 
part; no attem pt to depriv e the in­ 
mates of the home of any thing for 
w’hich the tax pay ers of the cou nty 
are pay ing and that y ou can rest 
assu red that these old people are 
getting plenty to eat, comfortable 
beds 
and 
comfortable 
qu arters 
throu ghou t the 
entire 
y ear. 
The 
fact that there has been v ery little 
sickness wdthin the home du ring 
the past y ear, and 
throu gh 
the 
worst spell 
of w eather that has 
v isited Pettis Cou nty in more than 
a qu arter of a centu ry is indicativ e 
that these old people are receiv ing 
the best of care and the best of 
attention. 
It is bey ond ou r comprehension, 
knowing the home and how it is 
being condu cted as we do to know^ 
why su ch reports were made and 
in ju stice to those in charge, whom 
we know are painstaking, patient 
and tolerant, we make this state­ 
ment so that the people of Pettis 
Cou nty and the tax pay ers may 
know of the tru e condition ex isting 
there.

Statistical material 


has been compiled over the period be­ 


tween 19 10-19 30 and the conclusion re­ 
veals that there is a decrease in the num­ 
ber of crimes committed by youth and, 
consequently, 
in the 
number sentenced 
to reformatories and prisons, the Colum­ 
bia Missourian points out. 
Chicago was 
selected for the “ sample” study because 
it was in this city that the juvenile court 
became separated from the other courts. 
The question might be raised that the se­ 
lection of the Chicago group is not repre­ 
sentative but the bureau has found that 
with the numerical decrease in Chicago 
there has also been a ratio decrease over 
the entire country. 
These statistics can do one thing, off­ 
set the 
idea of a crime 
wave 
among 
minors. 
Crime waves in themselves are 
but hallucinations and the product of half 
informed opinions that is prone to jump at 
unwarranted conclusions. 
Thus, with re­ 
liable facts secured by intensive and ex­ 
haustive study, it is possible to interpret 
conditions in an unbiased manner which 
when so interpreted will become a factor 
in social understanding. 
The work of this bureau will extend 
further and new facts will be obtained 
through the national decennial census as 
soon as the total 
population 
enumerated.

the 48 states in 1929 , had a sad campaign 
in N ew Hampshire this year. 
Governor 
Byrd of Virginia has 
proposed 
special 
legislative sessions in each state to repeal 
obsolete laws, and N ew Hampshire’s ex­ 
ample is an excellent colorilary to that 
plan. 
Alexander Hamilton early in our his­ 
tory warned against the “ facility and ex­ 
cess of law-making,” but the mounting 
torrent of laws shows the warning was 
never taken seriously. 
A few new laws 
are necessary from time to time, but New 
Hampshire seems to have found she had 
enough; so, in truth, have most states. If 
the idea takes hold that it is possible for 
legislature to meet, without passing more 
laws, there will come a time when there is

truth in the 
epigram

“ America has more laws and less order 
than any other civilization.

Nine 
such 
enurap'rators 
are 
en­ 
joying the humorous 
side 
of the 
tedious task of taking the Fifteenth 
Decennial Census in Redalia along 
with the more than 100,000 others 
throughout the United States. 
The 
census taking 
in the 
city 
is 
re­ 
ported a s rapidly progressing and 
that several enumerators will fin­ 
ish their districts next week. Uncle 
S a m ’s army of 
human 
question­ 
naires began wmrk on April 1. This 
is the first national census since 
1920, the constitution requiring the 
compiling of one every ten years. 
Sedalia is in the Eleventh Dis­ 
trict of Missouri, under the super­ 
vision of Jerry Owens whose head­ 
quarters are in Springfield, Mo. 
The general attitude by Sedalians 
who are either 
startled 
by 
the 
seeming intrinsic value of the ques­ 
tions asked or moved by the seem ­ 
ing intrusion of a federal employe, 
is that the whole 
thing is 
the 
“ bunk.” 
But regardless of the attitude the 
work is essential and the govern­ 
ment’s 
wish 
will 
be 
carried 
out 
even though a few of the enumer­ 
ators find 
difficulty 
keeping 
a 
straight face at times. 
As in the case of one Sedalia 
lady 
w^ho 
daringly 
informed 
the 
census taker it was none of their 
business “ how old” she was. The 
safely guarded age was written in­ 
to the big book by the so called 
“ impertinent” enumerator only af­ 
ter the following had been explain­ 
ed : 
That to refuse to answer ques­ 
tions w’a s punishable by law under 
a one month jail sentence, a $100 
fine, or both, and that to give a 
false answ'er to questions was pun- 
sihable under a six months jail sen­ 
tence, a $500 fine, or both. 
Luckily for one enumerator that 
the man of the house w'as late home 
for lunch Friday. 
While he was 
eating he hard a rumpus going on 
at the front door. 
On investigat­ 
ion he asvsumed the roll of a re- 
securer and granted the audience 
with the census taker that his wife 
was positively refusing to give. 
The workers in Sedalia have been 
entertained by everything from fam ­ 
ily disputes

came from Germany or Ireland. R e­ 
freshments have been served some 
that scale a pretty menu including 
dough nuts, freshly buttered rolls, 
ice w^ater, lemonade, candies and a 
wide variety of good eatables.
